Twenty-one years after the physical defeat of Na- 
tional Socialist Germany in the outcome of her he- 
roic struggle against the overwhelming array of men 
and materials marshalled against her by the Bolshe- 
vist-democratic alliance, the appearance of this jour- 
nal in 1966 (the original publication - ed.) reflects 
that revival of National Socialism which is a feature 
of the day. 

That the creed should live on and manifest itself 


; 
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as it does now, after being subjected to two decades 
of the greatest campaign of defamation which the 
world has ever known, is a proof of its continuing 
validity and appeal and its worthiness for the future. 
It has survived the flames of war and the tempest of 
vilification because, when war has done its worst and 
vilification run its entire gamut, National Socialism 
remains, in the final analysis, synonymous with 
higher man's will to survive, his instinct for health 
and strength, and his desire for beauty in life; and, as 
long as that will, that instinct, and that desire remain 
on Earth, the creed of National Socialism will re- 
main, indestructible. 

Beyond and behind all the minutiae of political 
implementation and the particularities of time and 
place, National Socialism, properly understood, is 
nothing less than an orientation of the mind, the domi- 
nant impulse of which is to live to the full, through 
the development of one's potentialities and the satis- 
faction of one's needs, under conditions of natural 
competition and selection, reconciled to cooperation, 
within the organized community of the folk. 

In this its roots go back to Plato's Greece and his 
conception of a natural life, consisting in the full re- 


el 


alization of man's true nature through the conducive 
power of government within his native community. 

It echoes the Roman notion of dutiful citizenship: 
the notion that the good and noble life consists in 
Stoic service to the state. 

It revives the blood feelings and sense of commu- 
nity of the Nordic tribes of early Europe: the feeling 
that man is essentially a member of the folk, and that 
all members of the folk are bound together closely 


with reciprocal duties and obligations. 

National Socialism, in this way, reaches back 
to the old, healthy, organic values of life in revolt 
against the whole structure of thought of liberal- 
ism and democracy, with its cash nexus; its ex- 
cessive individualism; its view of man as a 
folkless, interchangeable unit of world popula- 
tion; its spiritual justification in a debased Chris- 
tianity embracing a sickly "humanitarianism," 
which will always tolerate a greater harm for the 
sake of avoiding a lesser one; and its fraudulent 
contention that the artificially induced and nu- 
merically determined wishes of the mass are the 
all-important criteria. 

History is a saga of social decay and renewal. 
National Socialism is the twentieth century's rem- 
edy of renewal for the great degeneration of mod- 
ern times under the disintegrating, debasing, and 
emasculating thought and practice which emerged 
with the disruption of the old medieval order of 
stability by the developing forces of capitalism 
and the industrial revolution; flourished under the 
laissez-faire liberalism of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries; came to a climax under the de- 


mocracy of the nineteenth and twentieth centuries; 
and will result in the world triumph of communism 
by the end of this twentieth century unless National 
Socialism comes to power in time, over a sufficient 
area of the globe. 

National Socialism, therefore, is immensely more 
than a transitory political scheme. It is a historic ten- 
dency of rebirth: our age's movement of renaissance, 
a movement revolutionary in scope and spirit, seek- 
ing no compromise with the present order, its perni- 
cious practices, and its false values, but their com- 
plete replacement. 

As such it is worldwide, and it is life-wide. It is 
worldwide in that, in its essentials, it is valid and 
vital universally, qualified only by the fact that it is 
Aryan in emanation and tradition, and upholds and 
depends on qualities to be found par excellence in 
the Aryan people. 

It is life-wide in that it is not an aspect of life, but 
the whole of life seen from one aspect. It is an atti- 
tude of mind expressible in respect of virtually any- 
thing and everything. National Socialism stands re- 
lentlessly opposed to every manifestation of ill health, 
ugliness, and degeneracy in the cultural and spiri- 
tual, no less than in the political and economic 
spheres. In fact, it constitutes a way of life. A man 
does not call himself a National Socialist as a mere 
label of intellectual endorsement. He is born with a 
propensity to National Socialism, his mind aestheti- 
cally craving the discernment and fulfillment of a 
healthy pattern of life, and he not only thinks and 
feels, but acts as a National Socialist, if he is really 
and entirely one. 

Total in its scope of thought, National Socialism 
amounts to a philosophy and a faith. It evaluates good 
and bad, right and wrong, as that which benefits or 
harms the folk, and man viewed as a member of the 
folk; and, in place of the sentimental debility of the 
democratic mind, accepts that the end justifies the 
means, providing the means do not contradict the end. 
It sets a meaning and purpose of cosmic dimension 
to life as a personal fulfillment, within the continuity 
and development of the folk, between germination 
in the womb out of the bloodline of the folk, and the 
metamorphosis of the grave, with its physical redis- 
tribution to the universe. 

The basic criterion and primary value of National 
Socialism, from which all else springs, is, as Adolf 
Hitler makes clear in Mein Kampf, its concept of the 
folk, seen as man's essential environment and, in- 


Colin Jordan (1923 - 2009) was a pre-eminent 
figure of the post-war European National So- 
cialism. Active in Nationalist circles, he rep- 
resented the open adherence to the National 
Socialism in its pure form. 

After some efforts in establishing more-or-less 
successful Nationalist and/or National Social- 
ist organizations, Mr. Jordan founded British 
National Socialist Movment (now British 
Movement) in 1962. 

Colin Jordan was also instrumental in the or- 
ganizing of the Cotswold Camp, with atten- 
dance of - among many others - famous Ameri- 
can National Socialist, Commander George 
Lincoln Rockwell, smuggled into the UK ille- 
gally due to the ban placed on his visit. 

In 1980s he revived Gothic Ripples, a publi- 
cation he inherited from his mentor and friend, 
famous Imperial Fascist League’s leader 
Arnold Leese. 

Colin Jordan was a gifted writer, among his 
famous works are National Socialism: Van- 
guard Of The Future, Uprising, Fraudulent 
Conversion and others. 


deed, his extension of personality. 

The significance of the folk is, primarily, that of a 
racial community. It is the ethnical enlargement of 
the family. Man is not a self-contained unit and an 
end in himself, as the sages of liberalism and democ- 
racy assert. He belongs to his folk. His life, as a part, 
is interwoven with the life of the whole, not only 
present, but past and future, for while men come and 
go the folk lives on, con- 
tinuous, eternal, provid- 
ing its members perform 
their duty to it. Thus, in 
identifying himself with 
his folk, man prolongs 
himself through the mul- 
tiplicity of his ancestors 
and his descendants, and 
thereby attains immortal- 
ity. 

The folk exists in 
smaller and larger forms, 
ranging from the family, 
to the clan, to the tribe or 
regional community, 
thence to the nation, and 
beyond to the race. In 
modern times, the con- 
ception of the folk has 
become too largely iden- 
tified with the nations of 
the contemporary states. 
The feeling of kinship 
and community, which rightly expanded from the 
tribe and petty kingdom to the modern nation-state, 
has, however, become far too concentrated at this 
level. The lower and smaller, but equally important, 
communities within the nation-state have been dis- 
rupted and deprived of vitality, while the expansion 
of folk consciousness from the level of the nation- 
state to that of the entire race has been checked. Yet 
folk feeling, to be wholesomely potent, must flow 
from its roots through the local and provincial com- 
munities to the limits of the race, because the full 
security and prosperity of the parts can only be found 
in that of the whole. 

Today and in the future National Socialism must 
embody this essential extension of the feeling of kin- 
ship and community beyond the bounds of the con- 
temporary nation-state and conventional nationalism, 
so that the nation-state becomes an intermediate unit 
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in the structure of the folk, and its nationalism and 
racialism become integrally subordinate to a nation- 
alism of the whole race. 

At the same time, the local communities require 
to be revived, the provincial sub-nations recognized 
and respected, and peoples subject to an undesired, 
alien rule given their ethnic freedom by separation. 

National Socialism's belief in the folk as the ba- 
sic value, and its totality of 
outlook, result, figuratively 
speaking, in thinking with 
the blood on all questions. 

This immediately and in- 
evitably gives rise to the defi- 
nition of citizenship as a 
matter of race: only those 
who are members of the folk 
are members of the nation, 
and only those who are mem- 
bers of the nation can be citi- 
zens of the state—to para- 
phrase the fourth of the 
Twenty-five Points of Adolf 
Hitler's NSDAP. 

It also generates the belief 
that it is necessary not merely 
to preserve the racial charac- 
ter of the folk, but also, by 
eugenic measures, to im- 
prove the quality of the folk. 
It is National Socialism's 
revolutionary contention that 
the way of real progress lies in breeding better hu- 
man beings. 

Since all citizens are of the same race, they have a 
transcendent bond of kinship uniting them as blood 
brothers above all sectional and class differences and 
personal distinctions. National unity, i.e., cohesion 
and corporate life in place of the class warfare of 
Left and Right, is one of the great secondary prin- 
ciples of National Socialism. All occupations and 
pursuits, all manner of persons and all fields of ac- 
tivity, must be integrated into the corporate life of 
the community. 

The social feeling of oneness must find practical 
expression in, and in turn be stimulated by, a sincere 
and profound concern for social and economic jus- 
tice. Consciousness of kinship and care for the col- 
lective good of the folk demand that every citizen 
must have an equal opportunity to develop and exer- 


cise his talents and rise according to his merits; and 
that every citizen must receive a fair return for his 
services to the community, and even the simplest 
worker an assurance of the necessities of life. 

Thus we arrive at the socialist element in National 
Socialism. This is not the Marxist socialism of state 
ownership of the means of production and distribu- 
tion, which is the economic over-government of the 
ant heap, and as objectionable as the predatory indi- 
vidualism of the capitalist system, which is the eco- 
nomic under-government, or anarchy, of the jungle. 
Instead it is Folk Socialism, or the regulation of pri- 
vate enterprise for the equitable division of its fruits, 
under equitable conditions. The economic injustices 
and social evils of capitalism 
have fostered Marxism, with 
its pernicious form of pub- 
lic control of the economy, 
and the alternative to both 
lies in National Socialism. 

The folk ideal, which en- 
tails the defense of the race, 
the unity of the nation, and 
the welfare of the people, en- 
genders National 
Socialism's principle of 
leadership and an elite in the 
service of those objectives. 
Its conception of a natural 
order is one which not only 
ordains that men are born 
into the folk for a life within 
the folk, but also that they 
possess hereditary differ- 
ences of capacity to serve 
the community. 

Accordingly, for the 
maximum good of all, the 
superior must lead the infe- 
rior. The natural leaders 
must be selected, estab- 
lished as a hierarchic elite 
under a supreme leader, and 
empowered to fulfill their 
functions. 

Unlike liberalism, Na- 
tional Socialism does not re- 
gard the directive power of 
the state as something essen- 
tially repressive, but instead 
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as a great, beneficial power of guidance and arbitra- 
tion, encouragement and protection. It upholds the 
dictum: "All for the folk and the folk for all." It sanc- 
tions whatever means are necessary, in whatever 
fields, to ensure that everyone and everything in the 
community is in harmony with this. 

It sees the duty of National Socialist government 
as the representation of the will of the folk, conceived 
not as the transitory whim of some democratic mob, 
but as the higher interest of the community, viewed 
in historical perspective as a continuity of purpose, 
embracing not only the general good of the present, 
but the heritage of the past and the needs of the fu- 
ture as well.

Hey, guys, first of all, the pic which accompanies this interview shows West Wall with 4 
members, but I know you are currently empowered by fifth member. To avoid confusion, 
can you shortly introduce your members to our readers? Why the line-up change? 
Hello, Our line-up consists of 5 guys. Billus on bass/vocals, Kris Kringle on guitars, Sturmkaiser 
on drums, The Crippler on guitars and the Iceman on guitars. Kringle had left the band for a 
spell due to some personal issues he had to deal with, so he trained the Crippler in to take his 
place. Once Kringle got everything back in order he rejoined the band and now we have 3 
guitarists in the band which gives us the ultra hammer of a wall of sound. It like a battery of 
sound with 3 guitars, I could not ask for a better group of guys around me. 


It is not unusual for musicians to play also in other bands/projects, I think all of our 
readers know about Ed’s contribution to various music acts, but what about the other 
members? 

They have all played in various metal/death metal bands. Some of the names of the bands are 
Ossuary Insane, Dominion, Defile, Skrum just to name a few. These guys have done their tours 
of combat in the metal scene over the last decades. 


You describe your style as war metal, and we would probably agree that your sound is 
one hell of a Panzer rolling on its way forward. And indeed, with lyrical content there is 


no doubt of the interest in war and 
military. Although the lyrics on the first 
album “Blitzkrieg Symphony #1¢h are 
WwW2 centered from the German 
standpoint, the second album 
egConquest or Deatheh evoked also 
Vietnam war. What war episodes, and 
what time period, are you dealing with 
on your latest opus -gOn My 
Shieldeh? From the cover picture I 
would guess Roman Imperial times... 


On My Shield is another album that evokes centuries of combat from may different eras and unknown 
conflicts. I have always taken to writing from a view point of what must have gone through the mind of the 
warrior/soldier/knight going into combat. On this album we go as far back as the stand of the 300 at 
Thermopylae to the modern soldier looking to survive in the sands of Iraq/Afghanistan. 


I can’t help it, but some vocal parts on ‘‘Conquest or Death” (especially in the song ‘Shield Wall’) 
remind me of Before God tunes.. Call me dumb :-) but is it just a coincidence, same singer or is it that 
you just simply felt that that kind of vocals just fit the song? 

It is not the same singer, it is Billus singing. He changed his vocal style to fit the song as it was meant to be 
sung. For people that do not know, Billus is an incredible singer, you may only hear the rough and gruff 
vocals he sings in Westwall. But you should 
check out him singing on a couple of tracks of 
a side band I have called KG23. I urge the 
listeners to check out KG23 “Midnight in 
Pannonia” or The day that Mother Europe 
cried”. These are epic tracks and you can hear 
what Mr.Billus is capable of. 


Just listening to the Conquest or Death 
again...the ending of the song with the same 
title just reminded me of Slayer’s “Angel 
of Death’’. And this just brings the question 
— what are your musical influences? Do you 
listen to other genres besides death metal 
or metal in general? 

I listen to many types of music personally. First and foremost I was raised on classical music. In my 
opinion, classical music is the true work of the masters. Of course I love good metal. I would have to say 
my #1 metal band is Iron Maiden. In my opinion, they were the first band with intelligent historical lyrics 
and had that real classical feel to their music. Their songs we more like compositions. While other bands 
had songs about sex, drugs and rock’n’ roll, Iron Maiden had songs about the Charge of the Light Brigade, 
the RAF, mythology and etc. Hands down the masters of metal in my book!!! Outside of Iron Maiden, I am 
a big fan of the Finnish wave of metal. Something about the bands that come out of Finland is special to 
me. Amorphis, Sentenced, Nightwish, Ensiferum, Wintersun, Finntroll, Turisas, old Children of Bodom, 
all of this stuff speaks to me in volumes as pure musical geniusness. 


Back to the new CD, can you shortly describe the songs in it? What song from the new CD do you 
like the most? 

My favorite song changes from week to week, it is hard to pick a favorite.. And when you end up thinking 
like this, you surely have made something special. We are so pleased with everything about this new cd. 
We feel that we have finally got the sound we wanted. Here is a rundown of the tracks: 


1: Dogs of War - Basically a song about “dogs of war” which was also a term for the Marine Corps. But it 
was inspired by our artist Mr.Regnum and his artwork. We are all “dog lovers” and this song is for the 


hounds of battle. 


2: Behind Enemy Lines - Fictional song about a mercenary/operative behind the lines of the enemy looking 
to make his hit. 


3: In Hoc Signo Vinces - ATemplar themed song about going into battle under the standard. 


4: Bridgehead Narva - About the foreign volunteers and Germans 
locking into battle with the Red Army at the Fortress Narva in 
Estonia. It was a brutal scene of combat to where one half of the 
old fortress was destroyed. 


5: I am Infidel - This tell the story of a knight fighting in the 
Crusades, to what he had seen and his mission. The 2nd verse 
goes into a modern day solider on his “crusade”. Even though I 
am not for seeing US troops in the middle east, I do have many 
friends serving in the military over there. Some have been wounded 
and some have developed sicknesses from being over there. I 
dedicate this song to them. Like I said, even though I am not for 
US involvement in the middle east, I support my friends and the 
good guys that are stuck in there. 


6: On My Shield - This is about the stand of the 300 at 
Thermopylae. 


7: Blood River - This is about the few hundred Afrikaaners that 
made the stand at what came to be know as “Blood River’. These 
Afrikaaners made a stand against an army of 10,000 Zulus and 
emerged victorious in defeating the Zulu Army. 


8: Sands of Desolation - This is about the American landing and the battle for the island of Peleliu. It was 
probably the most brutal and horrific battle in the Pacific between the Americans and Japanese soldiers 
during WW2. 


9: The Hammer - The Hammer is about Charles Martel also know as the Hammer. He routed the Moors in 
their conquest for Europe. 


Although its kinda normal nowadays in the US market to distribute the music digitally (‘Tunes come 
to mind), I was a bit surprised — well, the old-fashioned listener — to see you started to distribute your 
latest CD via digital download at Cdbaby.com. How well is your music spreading using this way of 
distribution and what are the responses for new material so far? 

This has become a “DTY” thing for us. We did have some label interest, but when it comes down to it, we 
just felt the need to do it ourselves. We put so much blood, sweat and tears into this album, plus a good 
amount of money. I believe my vehicle accumulated at least 4,000 miles into the making of this album 
alone. All that work and we just can’t give it away for nothing. The album is like a grenade, we did not want 
to sit on it long, so we decided to make it available online (cdbaby.com) first. Once we raised the money, 
we were planning on making the physical copies. It is very hard to stay afloat these days as a band. Everything 
costs, when you have physical cds, someone goes and downloads it, When you make it available for 
download yourself, then everyone wants a physical copy. It is almost impossible to get ahead. If a good and 
righteous label were interested in the cd that gave us a fair offer we would definitely give it some thought. 
But for now, things will remain in our hands. 


What is the scene like in your local area? Any good bands you would recommend to our readers? Do 
you play regular gigs, what is your most favorite gig in memory? Which bands would you love to 
perform with? 

We normally play out here a couple of times a year. All of the concerts have been great so far. Of course the 
bands I would like to perform with are in my previous answer. As far as the local scene here, there is a 


divide. You have what I call your “Metalheads for Oprah” types that are very politically correct and whine 
about bands such as WW. Yet they sing and play in bands that have songs about Satan, eating fetuses, 
consuming drugs and all kinds of other “positive” messages :-) 

One more thing about these people, their complaints or views are done in the safety behind the computer. 
Ihave always had an open mind, I think I am a very approachable individual. I would be more than happy 
to have a conversation with them :-) 

The there are the real people that you see when we play. All of our shows here have been packed houses 
with happy bar owners because their sales have never been better. These are the people that come out, have 
a good time and enjoy the music. 


How did -— if ever — the Hoelzer Reich controversial linking to West Wall affect the band and it’s 
status on the metal scene? What is your view on that whole issue? 

It is a very sad situation that happened for the Hoelzer Reich people. It goes to show you how “pc” things 
are in the US these days. The computer warriors whine over their designs and their like of our band. They 
did some research and figured out a BFG member was in the band. And it was like dark clouds descended 
upon the land, locusts were swarming, and pestilence was sweeping through the land over this. 

I will state this, Westwall is a non-political band. We play a brand of war metal and we do not censor 
anyone that wants to listen to our band. We do not speak of conspiracies, destroying or ruling the world, we 
just sing about history. Nothing more nothing less. And guess what, the BFG member says all these people 
that whine, bitch and moan can kiss his ass!!! It is rather funny that “famous” musicians that are darlings of 
the industry have committed murders, dealt drugs, touched little children and even had songs about killing 
other races produced by big music labels and they have not been “‘villainized”. It goes to show you the 
hypocrisy when it comes to culture and music these days. Hey, maybe we should become criminals and 
then it will be cool to listen to our music :-) and we will get starting roles in movies and appear in 
commercials? 

Any plans for the future? Especially — any gy 
European tour in near future? 

Would love to tour, especially Europe. For 
now, we just want to try and get the physical 
version of this cd out and just start writing for 
the next.. Even if this cd sold 5 copies, we 
would still be happy knowing that we laid f 
down one hell of an album. In Hoc Signo | 
Vinces!!!

Well, to do an interview with such a respectful figure of the RAC/NS/WP music scene, as 
Bound For Glory guitarist Big Ed, is certainly exciting opportunity to — hopefully — look 
back through those years in the pro-White music, especially for those younger readers of 
Defiance magazine, who didn't experience those glorious days. 


Well, let's start from the very beginning...At what age 
did you first get hold on your first music instrument? 
Was it guitar from beginning? And to satisfy instru- 
ment geeks, what brand your first guitar was, and 
what brand do you play now? 

I was 15 at the time I believe. My first guitar was a good 
one, and one that I still have to this day. It is a black Gibson 
Flying V, and it can be heard on a few of the BFG record- 
ings over the years. And still to this day it remains my 
best and favorite guitar, even though I do not play it of- 
ten. These days I used ESP and Gibson guitars. It all de- 
pends on what and who I am recording for, I use certain 
guitars for certain sounds. 


People may know, may they not, but before BFG you 
have played in Mass Corruption. Was it your first se- 
rious music experience, or was there any other groups 
even before Mass Corruption? What was the reason 
of change to Bound For Glory and how different was 
the sound of the MC compared to the first demotape 
of BFG “Hear My War Cry’’? 

Mass Corruption was a punk/hardcore crossover band. It 
was similar in style to early Agnostic Front/Cro-Mags/ 
D.R.I. and it had that furious fast pace with in your face 
lyrics. Mass Corruption differed from BFG, in the fact 
that it was much faster and out of control. We had a big 
following in the Twin Cities and used to play out alot. 
However, because of our reputation and following we 
were getting banned from playing everywhere :) People 
still to this day talk about some of the legendary Mass 
Corruption shows and parties. 


Eric, the first singer of BFG, was gunned down by 
SHARPs in Portland, Oregon, on New Year's Day of 
1993. What are your memories of that fateful event? 
Of course, we were deeply saddened and angered. It was 
actually this even that inspired BFG to continue. We were 


at a standstill at the moment, 
our drummer had left and 
there seemed to be so many 
roadblocks in our way with 
keeping this band going. Then 
after Eric was murdered, we 
knew that there was only one 
path to take, and that path led 
to the "Fight Goes On" album. 
An album to which you can hear our pain, anger and frus- 
tration. After Eric's death, we played what is perhaps our 
finest show in the US. The show as in Buffalo and the 
reaction to the show, put us back on track. 


Even before that was Eric replaced by Joel, why the 
line-up change? And where did you find such a fierce 
singer? 

There was an incident at a party where a big fight hap- 
pened. Eric along with a few other guys took on a bunch 
of drug dealers and their friends. The drug dealers got 
their heads smashed in, the police came and arrested the 
guys. Eric was given time in jail, after his release he was 
in strict parole and was unable to continue in the band 
due to him being unable to make it to practice, so he with- 
drew from the band. And about | block away from where 
we were practicing was this young guy named Joel who 
was part of the crew and he had a little experience in a 
metal band and he said that he would love to sing for us. 
So, history begins!!! 


Fourth album, ass-kicking ‘“‘The Fight Goes On” was 
released under the mark of Resistance Records of Eric 
Hawthorne/Burdi fame (or, shall we say, infame, lol). 
In retrospective, how do you view that time period, 
the Resistance Records itself and Burdi's unglorious 
departure from the NS/WP scene some time later? 
What was the reason of leaving the big record com- 


pany like Resistance was in their heyday and form 
your own BFG Productions? 

It was an interesting time frame. Things really started 
blooming for this type of music. Like I said before, we 
had a fire in our hearts like never before. We were really 
excited about things. George said a lot of things and re- 
ally seemed to have our best interests. But in the long 
run, things fell flat. We understand that it is never easy to 
know how things will be, but unfortunately there were 
lots of words and a contract that was not kept. There is so 
much work that goes into what we do, and "empty prom- 
ises" do not help out the progress of the band. So after, 
our dealings with the record labels, our trust factor was 
nil, and we decided that it was time we kept watch over 
our own hard work and finance things for ourselves with- 
out being told what we can and what we cannot do. 


Couple of other CDs, 
live recordings, and 
BFG went into some 
kind of a silence...is 
“The Final Battle’”’ re- 
ally a farewell from 
this mighty band? 
Nope, the Train is back 
in the station, well oiled 
and ready to be un- 
leashed once again :) 


Nevertheless, you 
know how to keep 
yourself busy, during 
your career you have 
played or contributed 
musically/lyrically to 
host of top bands, let's mention a few of them — Bully 
Boys, Powerhaus, Plunder and Pillage, Final War and 
some others. Busy as a bee, how Big Ed relaxes and 
with all these activities - when? :-) 

No rest for the crazy :) Its this blessing/curse I have. I just 
like to rock!!! My heart does the talking and my fingers 
do the walking :) I really don't know if there is such a 
thing as rest and relaxation these days. I am always on 
the go!! If the people want it, I will give it!!!! 


While speaking of various engagements, you have con- 
tributed some lyrics for Czech WP metal band 
Excalibur. What do you think of their about-face, not 
only changing the name of the band, but completely 
wishfully forgetting their history as WP band? 

Iam really unfamiliar with this news. All I know is that 
they were a fantastic band, definitely ahead of their time. 
It is easy for people to burn out on things. I myself am a 
much different person than I was 10 years ago or 15 years 
ago for that matter. I see things in a different light, but all 


I have done and said is a part of my history. Sure I may 
have said some pretty off the wall/crazy things in my time. 
But if I were to look back on it, that was then this is now 
and there is really nothing you can do to change the past. 
All that matters is the fact that you enter with a pure heart 
and that you learn from your experiences, and that you 
always put your best foot forward!! 


As with everything, also NS/WP movement is chang- 
ing. How do you view new trends coming in, say, 
Straight Edge, neofolk/ambient/darkwave or so-called 
NS Black metal? What do you lack in today's Move- 
ment? 

I really have no idea about what is going on in the "move- 
ment". I really don't follow it and do not care to. No of- 
fense to anyone, but I am a guy that marches to the beat 
of his own drums. 
I don't care for 
politics at all, I 
know what I know, 
what is right and 
what is wrong and 
I approach every- 
thing with this 
'mentality. You 
could say that Iam 
a realist. 

Trends come and 
| go, but there are a 
few of us that are 

of old ways still. 


It seems to me 
quite funny, that 
from my experi- 
ence majority of pro-White people/activists totally defy 
the media-created image of dumb anti-social skinheads 
totally lacking any education or knowledge. From your 
work it is evident that you are well versed in 
history...can you mention some of your favorite books 
and movies? 

The list would be much too long. I like to read about all 
things, of course history, but also off the wall subjects 
about hooligans, crime stories and etc. Movie wise, I like 
a lot of foreign movies, the Hollywood crap is non realis- 
tic and it can really turn you off. To give you an idea of 
what type of movie I like these days, I watched a French 
movie about a guy that moved out of the city to a small 
village to run his parents grocery delivery service after 
his father had a heart attack. This guy after hating it at 
first, realized that being in this small village helping out 
the old folks that depended on this service taught him to 
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Blutzeugen — Blutzeugen 
(2011, OPOS' Records) 
——— 
Slutseugen Let’s take a look at one of the 
latest OPOS Records’ releases. 
Although it’s around for some 
years now, for this East German 
band it’s their debut CD. We’re 
talking melodic death metal with uncompromising vocals, 
which were the immediately cause for debate for 
resembling the vocal of Stahlgewitter’s Gigi, the cult 
figure of the German rechtsrock, although Gigi had 
nothing to do with this CD. Album comes with graphically 
nicely done 16-page booklet with all the lyrics and thanks 
to friends at the end. Total playing time is 43:36, 
considering it contains 8 songs it’s more than satisfactory. 
Cd opens with propaganda intro from historic Great 
Germany’s radio broadcast followed with a good followed 
by a portion of quality music. Semi-growling (but 
understandable) vocals of the lead singer are accompanied 
by passages sung in clean voice, I think it’s was done by 
the singer of the Racial Purity. Lyrics encompass a broad 
spectrum from history to the modern times, dealing mainly 
with reverence of the Fatherland and Europe, giving praise 
to the true defenders of Europe and clear designation of 
bloodthirsty enemies. The best songs — in my opinion — 
are Breslau 1945, dedicated to the memory of heroic 
defenders of that city, who didn’t give up even in the last 
days of war, Kinderfragen, a very melodic piece about 
kid’s questions to the parents, why people didn’t defend 
the ancestral heritage and why the ancient sacred values 
practically don’t exist anymore, with the resolution to 
rise against the System which robs him of these values 
and to re-establish them again, and Kriegstreibeir, which 
by its lyrics totally describes hypocritical substance of 
the Israeli state. 

This CD is definitely worth looking for musically and 
lyrically and I recommend it wholeheartedly.-/r- 


Wotanorden - The Hands of 


Fate (2011, Wolftyr Produc- 
tions) 


Wotanorden’s 3rd full-lenghts 
“The Hands of Fate” is a really 
pleasant surprise to me. Compared 


to their previous records, this one is really a leap forward 
in their musical career. 

Album’s opener “Urda” is a nice folk-like instrumental 
with catchy tunes, and although it would certainly de- 
serve being played on some original instrument, it defi- 
nitely doesn’t do the song injustice. 

Second song, entitled “Times of Sorrow” open with epic 
viking “humming” and choral, and although it can be ar- 
gued as oft-repeated and not-so-original, I can’t help, I 
like it...and then...yeah, screaming guitar riffs and 
vocals... must praise a really good sound production (for 
sorry, there is nothing “raw” about not being able to af- 
ford decend studio recording) and the tempo changes, 
which makes the songs - and whole album as well - inter- 
esting. 

What is most interesting to me, although the band hails 
from the U.S.A., and despite above mentioned Viking- 
like chorals, guitar melodies actually evoke (at least for 
me) folkish Slavonic melodies - whether purposely or by 
accident, it kicks some butt! 

The same can be said about the 3rd in a row, song called 
“The Warrior’s Oath”..catchy, again, with some folk tunes 
thrown it, and although I think in some passages the voice 
could be put a little louder, it didn’t disappoint the 
metaller’s heart. 

Lenghty songs are not unusual for black/pagan metal 
genre, and Wotanorden adds to the collection with almost 
12 minutes long hymn “Into the Forest Unknown”, and 
despite the lenght of the song, and being kinda simplistic, 
it runs smoothly, with enough changes in tempo and voice 
(clean/howl) to keep a listener awake. 

5th cut on the battle-axe bears a name of “Vengeance 
Amidst the Storm” and it is an instrumental, like the open- 
ing one. 

6th song is called “Mundilfari” and I would guess it is 
one of those 3 re-recorded songs from older releases (I 
readily admit, without any torture, that I didn’t follow the 
band before), the vocal is more old-school black-’’ ish’, 
as well as the composition (although the beginning and 
the end of the song is a pretty blast!) 

The last piece, “Kernunnos” just resembles for me ear- 
lier Mortiis’ works (well, kinda faster :-) ) - like it or not, 
I think it’s really good ending for this album. Don’t know 
about you, I’m gonna play it some more times...-rs- 


Ken McLellan & Barny - 
Carved in Stone (OPOS 


ee Records, 2011) 


If you hear the name of the old bard 
of British RAC, you know what to 
expect, right? Together with 
Germany’s Barny, “Carved in Stone” is another cut in Ken’s 
long history of co-operation with other artists. 

I have already read one review of this album with a little 
critique of not bringing anything new actually, well, what 
did you expect, Ken’s doing hip-hop? 

But first things first. I like this album. Period. ... OK, I knew 
you wouldn’t be satisfied with such a short review, so let’s 
get to the core. 

This CD presents modern RAC at its best. I think nobody 
will dispute Ken’s qualities as a singer, songwriter and mu- 
sician, well, you can’t dismiss 30+ years of experience, can 
you?
